In the v ex ing relatio ns be­ 
tween y o uth and adults o ften 
no v alidity is giv en to each by 
the o ther. 
So o ften, y o uths with lo ng 
har, perhaps inv o lv ed with 
drugs and espo using radical 
ideas, are the target o f abuse by 
members o f the straight gener­ 
atio n. 
Being o f this generatio n, we 
must co nfess tendencies in this 
directio n, but these are the 
co mmunities’ children, they 
are no t just so many “ no ­ 
bo dies.” 
The go o d time we referred 
to came fro m the way three 
scho o l peo ple, two po licemen 
and a minister discussed and 
appro ached the pro blem o f 
drug abuse in o ur co mmuni­ 
ty - 
There may be no so lutio n, but 
these peo ple will go farther 
finding co rrectiv e measures 
than o ne co uld imagine fro m 
the same co llectio n o f o fficial 
peo ple assembled in many o th­ 
er co mmunities. 
To listen to educato rs em pha­ 


sizing that scho o ls are fo r stu­ 
dents and hearing po licemen 
talk abo ut helping peo ple, rath­ 
er than arresting them, and a 
minister co ncerned fo r the hu­ 
manity we ex press in dealing 
with pro blem y o uths rather 
than lo o king upo n them o nly as 
unregenerated sinners is re­ 
freshing. 
Back o f this co mmittee is 
the may o r, who appo inted 
them, which leads us to o b­ 
serv e that in the last two city 
electio ns there has co me a 
“ changing o f the guard,” in 
City Hall. 


Yo unger citizens hav e taken 
o v er the reigns o f city go v ern­ 
ment and regular meetings o f 
the City Co uncil sho w pro blems 
are faced and so lutio ns so ught 
fo r them. 
City Hall is in the hands o f 
tho se who are and will be re­ 
spo nsiv e to pro blems.

The pro blem is a sim ple o ne, 
acco rding to Lee Co unty Sheriff 
J o hn Quest. “ Lack o f manpo w­ 
er.” 


With 7 23 ro ad-miles in rural 
areas o utside the city o f Dix o n 
to patro l, the co unty has o ne 
squad car and o ne patro lling 
deputy o n duty . 


Fo ur full-time deputies make 
up the patro l div isio n. No t au­ 
tho rized o v ertim e pay , the men 
alm o st d aily , acco rding to 
Quest, put in ex tra tim e witho ut 
co mpensatio n. 


Many pro blems are ev ident 
because o f the lack o f peo ple. 
Quest said :

—“ With the present staff, 
there are areas in the co unty 
no t patro lled o n a dail^ basis. 
—“ With o nly o ne car fo r the 
entire co unty , help can be 40 to 
5 0 minutes away depending cm 
what sectio n the caller is fro m 
and where the squad is patro l­ 
ling when the call is receiv ed. 


—“ A o ne-man patro l car with 
no back-up squad leav es a lo t to 
be desired, especially 
when 
large gro ups o f perso ns are in­ 
v o lv ed. 
—“ We must rely heav ily o n 
state po lice in Sterling fo r mo st 
accident inv estigatio n and han­ 
dling o f ro utine calls. 


“ Fo llo w-u p in v estigatio n is 
ham p ered.

Senate okays 20 pet. boost 
in Social Security benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate ado pted to day a 20 per 
cent acro ss-the-bo ard increase 
in So cial Security benefits—the 
biggest such bo o st in histo ry . 
The v o te was 82 to 4 . 
The Senate actio n cam e in 
the face o f a warning by Presi­ 
dent Nix o n that such an in­ 
crease wo uld either strain the 
eco no my o r push tax es up fo r 
millio ns o f wo rkers. 
The increase was added as a 
rider to a bill ex tending fo r 
fo ur mo nths the present $45 0- 
billio n natio nal debt ceiling. 
The amendment, spo nso red 
by Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho , 
also wo uld raise pay ro ll tax es 
in 19 73 and further in 19 74 to 
pay fo r the bo o st. 
In additio n, it wo uld put into 


effect fo r the first time au to ­ 
m atic co st-o f-liv in g a dju st­ 
men ts in So cial Secu rity .

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Th e Jap anese go v ernment is 
d eep ly wo rried o v er th e co ntinu ing 
h u ge trad e imbalance between itself 
and th e United States. It fears new 
U.S. trad e restrictio ns may co me 
so o n if way s are no t fo u nd to narro w 
th e gap . 
A h igh Jap anese o fficial said th at 
mo st h o p e is p laced in th e id ea o f in­ 
creasing Jap an’s imp o rts fro m 
America, since th at co u ntry ’s ex ­ 
p o rts to u s h av e remained h igh d e­ 
sp ite su bstantial ch anges in th e cu r­ 
rency ex ch ange rate and co nseq u ent 
p rice increases. 
Amicable nego tiatio ns with U.S. 
o fficials go o n stead ily , bu t no th ing 
h as y et been wo rked o u t. Th e Jap an­ 
ese are ev en co nsid ering bu y ing 
mo re American raw materials th an 
th ey p resently need and sto ckp iling 
th em h ere against fu tu re u se. 
Th e Jap anese go v ernment is said 
to feel th at wid er “h o me fro nt” co n­ 
su mp tio n o f U.S. p ro d u cts is a neces­ 
sary step , bu t it is co ncerned at wh at 
it believ es will be th e inev itable 
slo wness o f su ch a mo v e. 
Th o u gh Jap an h as mad e p ro gress 
in lo wering tariff barriers, so me still 
remain. And th eir red u ctio n o r re­ 
mo v al is tigh tly entangled in inter­ 
nal Jap anese p o litics. 
Th e intensity o f Jap an’s fears is 
related d irectly to o fficial co nv ictio n 
th at Presid ent Nix o n may feel co m­ 
p elled to mo v e befo re th e fall elec­ 
tio n to try to sq u eeze d o wn th e em­ 
barrassing U.S. wo rld trad e d eficit. 
Yet, wh ile it is afraid th e United 
States will d ro p th e o th er sh o e, To ­ 
ky o d o es no t th ink any new Ameri­ 
can restrictio ns wo u ld h av e th e 
h arsh , almo st h o stile so u nd s it 
ascribed to o u r stiff trad e cu rbs im­ 
p o sed in 1971. 
Th e Jap anese believ e th ey h av e 
giv en stro ng p ro o fs o f an u nd er­ 


stand ing o f o u r trad e d ifficu lties, 
and o f a willingness to co o p erate in 
so lv ing th em. 
Th ey th ink th ey gained basic 
p o ints with u s wh en th ey sid ed with 
o u r rep resentativ es last Octo ber in 
th e effo rt to keep Taiwan (th e Re­ 
p u blic o f Ch ina) in th e United Na­ 
tio ns. Th ey also th ink th at U.S.-Ja- 
p anese relatio ns were imp ro v ed by 
th eir gu lp ing d o wn to u gh restric­ 
tio ns o n tex tile imp o rts h ere, and ac­ 
cep ting sh arp u p ward rev alu atio n o f 
th eir cu rrency . 
Wh at sh o ws th ro u gh in all th is is 
th e same u nsh akable element. Th e 
Jap anese d ev o u tly feel th at th eir 
links to th e United States—and to 
o th er natio ns in th e free western 
wo rld —are tru ly th eir lifeline. It 
nev er o ccu rs to resp o nsible Jap an­ 
ese o fficials to take any co u rse 
wh ich wo u ld imp eril th at ind isp ens­ 
able co nnectio n. 
Th is d o es no t mean Jap an is no t 
lo o king abo u t with a fresh ey e. High 
circles su ggest th at no t to o lo ng af­ 
ter a new go v ernment rep laces 
Prime Minister Sato th is Ju ly , Ja­ 
p an’s o wn o v ertu res to mainland 
Ch ina may be ex p ected . 
Po ssibly mo re imp o rtant still, th e 
Jap anese cu rrently are inv o lv ed in 
nego tiatio ns with th e So v iet Unio n 
o v er a p ro p o sed co llabo rativ e u n­ 
d ertaking to co nstru ct an incred ible 
o il p ip eline fro m Western Siberia to 
Ru ssia’s Pacific p o rt o f Vlad iv o sto k. 
Th e d istance to be co v ered is nearly 
5,000 miles. 
If th e d eal is mad e, Jap an wo u ld 
su p p ly materials and cred it. It 
wo u ld be a real ice-breaker in th e 
lo ng ch illy To ky o -Mo sco w relatio n­ 
sh ip . Bu t, say key Jap anese au th o ri­ 
ties, it wo u ld no t in any way alter Ja­ 
p an’s fu nd amental reliance u p o n th e 
United States.

If th ere is any alienatio n in th ese 
United States, it is fro m th e th ree 
great centers o f p o wer and co ntro l: 
Big Bu siness, Big Labo r, and Big 
Go v ernment. Th at alienatio n stems 
d irectly fro m a gro wing sense o f im­ 
p o tence amo ng th e p eo p le. Wh enev ­ 
er th ey h av e a p ro blem, wh enev er 
th ey h av e a beef, th ey are co nfro nt­ 
ed by seemingly u ncaring bu reau c­ 
racies in all th ree areas—o r by th e 
v agaries o f th e co mp u ter. 
Ju st mentio n th e wo rd “co mp u t­ 
er” to any gro u p , and ev ery p erso n 
will h av e so me h o rrend o u s sto ry to 
tell: Ho w h e was imp ro p erly billed 
and re-billed ad infinitu m; h o w h is 
co mp laints were igno red ; h o w h e 
was sh ip p ed go o d s h e co u ld nev er 
retu rn, th o u gh th ey were sh ip p ed in 
erro r; etc., ect., etc. Or bring u p th e 
to p ic o f So cial Secu rity , as I h av e in 
th ese co lu mns, and y o u will be inu n­ 
d ated by mail fro m senio r citizens 
wh o h av e been giv en a ro y al ru n­ 
aro u nd and can still no t get th eir ju st 
d u e fro m th e go v ernment. Unio n 
members are bitter abo u t abu ses o f 
p o wer by th e labo r bo sses. 
Th e su ccess o f Ralp h Nad er, a 
man wh o talks mu ch and talks lo o se­ 
ly bu t h as acco mp lish ed v ery little, 
is d irectly attribu table to th e natio n­ 
al fru stratio n. So far h is attack h as 
been against Big Bu siness and Big 
Go v ernment and carefu lly av o id s 
Big Labo r. Bu t wh en h e so u nd s o ff 
against Detro it, car o wners kno w 
wh at h e is talking abo u t. Th ey d o no t 
kno w th at all to o freq u ently th eir 
tro u bles are cau sed by slo p p y wo rk­ 
mansh ip , no t callo u s management— 
bu t th at’s u nimp o rtant. GM o r 
Ch ry sler o r Fo rd makes th e cars. 
And if it’s no better abro ad , th at’s 
little co nso latio n. 
Th e resu lt h as been a startling 
and wo rriso me d ro p in p o p u lar su p ­ 
p o rt fo r th e bu siness co mmu nity . 
Ju st h o w great .th at d ro p is h as been 
measu red by Bu siness Week, a p u b­ 
licatio n wh ich canno t be fau lted fo r 
any antago nism to th e Big Bu siness 
Co mmu nity . 
In its cu rrent issu e, Bu siness 
Week p u blish es th e resu lt o f a su r­ 
v ey mad e fo r it by Op inio n Research 
Co rp o ratio n o f New Jersey —no t to 
be co nfu sed with th e Gallu p p o ll- 
based o n a samp ling o f 4,059 p eo p le. 
Op inio n Research is, to my mind , 
p erh ap s th e o nly p o lling o rganiza­ 
tio n wh ich nev er lets itself be influ ­ 
enced by p rio r bias, so wh at it re­ 
p o rts takes o n p articu lar signifi­ 
cance. 


In th e y ears between 1965 and 
1972, OPC registers an increase o f 
p eo p le h av ing a lo w ap p ro v al o f 
bu siness fro m 47 p er cent to 6 0 p er 
cent. Since 1965, th e p ercentage o f 
ind iv id u als h av ing a h igh ap p ro v al 
o f bu siness sh rank fro m 20 p er cent 
o f th e to tal p u blic to 11 p er cent—and 
th is in ev ery catego ry . Rep u blicans 
fell away fro m 27 p er cent to 15 p er 
cent; Demo crats fro m 18 p er cent to 
10 p er cent ; and ind ep end ents fro m 
24 p er cent to 12 p er cent. 
Using o th er catego ries, th e d ro p 
was acro ss th e bo ard : Pro fessio nals 
and managers fro m 28 p er cent to 16 
p er cent; blu e co llar wo rkers fro m 
18 p er cent to 11 p er cent; co llege 
grad u ates fro m 36 p er cent to 17 p er 
cent; families in th e $10,000 and 
abo v e bracket fro m 30 p er cent to 17 
p ercent. 
On th e basis o f th e OPC and o th er 
p o lls, Bu siness Week co mmented 
ed ito rially : “Misco ncep tio ns abo u t 
bu siness clearly abo u nd . No t o nly 
d o es th e p u blic at large believ e th at 
th e after-tax p ro fits o f co rp o ratio ns 
av erage 28 cents o n a d o llar o f 
sales—against th e actu al figu re o f 4 
cents—bu t ev en co mp any sto ckh o ld ­ 
ers d eliv er a far-o u t estimate o f 23 
cents. Strangely eno u gh , th e av er­ 
age man co nsid ers 10 cents a fair re­ 
tu rn.” 
It sh o u ld be o f little co mfo rt to th e 
bu siness co mmu nity th at d u ring th e 
same p erio d co nfid ence in th e Su ­ 
p reme Co u rt fell fro m 51 p er cent to 
37 p er cent ; in th e scientific co mmu ­ 
nity fro m 56 p er cent to 32 p er cent ; 
in ed u catio n fro m 61 p er cent to 37 
p er cent; in Co ngress fro m 42 p er 
cent to 19 p er cent, in Big Labo r 
fro m 22 p er cent to 14 p er cent ; and 
in ad v ertising fro m 21 p er cent to 13 
p er cent. Fo r Big Bu siness is th e 
mo st v u lnerable o f all. No o ne p ro ­ 
p o ses to d ep riv e th e Su p reme Co u rt 
o r th e Co ngress o f its p rero gativ es, 
bu t th e belief is rising th at go v ern­ 
ment sh o u ld interv ene h eav ily in th e 
affairs o f bu siness—and th is co u ld 
d estro y th e American eco no mic sy s­ 
tem. 
Th e med ia h as, to an ex tent, been 
resp o nsible fo r th is sh ift in p u blic 
o p inio n Bu t Big Bu siness h as co n­ 
tribu ted migh tily by failing to take 
th e step s necessary to p resent its 
p ro blems and its ach iev ements to 
th e p u blic—and by igno ring th e le­ 
gitimate co mp laints o f co nsu mers. 
It h ad better mend its way s, and 
so o n!

o n th e d rawing bo ard s in Mo sco w, as 
it was in 1967. And no u nd erstand ing 
o f to d ay ’s Greece is p o ssible with o u t 
p ictu ring wh at h as h ap p ened in th is 
NATO ally natio n, a strategic im­ 
p erativ e fo r th e United States. * 
Prime Minister Geo rge Pap ad o - 
p o u lo s, in talking to me, u sed th e 
wo rd “Kako miro ”—th e wo rd th e 
Greek ch o ru s gro ans in ancient 
traged ies. 
Greece was th e scene o f Fas­ 
cism’s first aggressio n in Eu ro p e. 
Th e actio n was Mu sso lini’s bo mbing 
o f th e Greek island o f Co rfu . It liter­ 
ally began Wo rld War II. 
Th e Greeks fo u gh t h ero ically 
against, and almo st d efeated , Fas­ 
cist fo rces fiv e and six times stro ng­ 
er th an th ey . In fact, fo r th e first 
fo u r y ears o f th e war, Greece was < 
th e o nly Western ally to su stain a 
su ccessfu l land resistance against 
th e German-Italian ax is. Ho no r th e 
brav e! 
Th is stru ggling co u ntry liv ed u n­ 
d er th at h o rrible inv asio n and o ccu ­ 
p atio n lo nger th an any o f o u r NATO 
allies. Actu ally , o f th e 15 NATO na­ 
tio ns o nly eigh t ev er were o ccu p ied . 
Th en came two Co mmu nist take­ 
o v er attacks. I was h ere bo th times 
and witnessed bo th . 
Th ro u gh o u t all th e y ears o f Fas­ 
cist inv asio n 
and 
o ccu p atio n 
Greece’s casu alties d id no t eq u al 
th o se in th e two Red take-o v er at­ 
temp ts. An incred ible 250,000 Greek 
men, wo men and ch ild ren were 
killed . 
Th e th ird Red attemp t was mad e 
in 19 6 7.1 was h ere th en, to o . 
Fiv e p o p u lar resentments, ju sti­ 
fied and bo iling o v er, p av ed th e way 
fo r th is Co mmu nist p u tsch No . 3: (1) 
Tbe go v ernment co rru p tio n. (2) Th e 
size and v enality o f a bu reau cracy 
wh ich mad e th e p eo p le feel th at th ey 
were enemies. It was better to kno w 
th e ju d ge th an to kno w th e law. (3) 
Th e callo u s ex p lo itatio n o f go v ern­ 
ment-so ld u tilities and o th er v ital 
p u blic serv ices by a tigh t and cy ni­ 
cal little band o f Greek ex p atriates 
liv ing lav ish ly in New Yo rk, Lo nd o n, 
Paris, etc. (4) Th e u tter failu re to 
grap p le with inflatio nary p ressu res. 
(5) Th e end less inertia o f a d o -no th ­ 
ing Parliament. 
Greece’s entire 700-mile no rth ern 
fro ntier bo rd ers o n Co mmu nist 
co u ntries: Albania, Yu go slav ia, 
Bu lgaria. Th e o nly Balkan co u ntry 
no t beh ind th e Iro n Cu rtain, it d an­ 
gles like a p lu m belo w th em. 


I mo v ed th at Ap ril, 1967, th e en­ 
tire d istance alo ng th e th ree Red 
bo rd ers in th e no rth . Th e wild , 
mo u ntaino u s terrain mad e (and still, 
makes) gu errilla infiltratio n as id eal 
as fro m Red No rth Vietnam into '

Th e lo ngest ru ler was Geo rge I, 
th e so n o f Denmark’s King Ch ristian 
IX, wh o ru led 50 y ears u ntil d ep o sed 
by an assassin’s bu llet. Geo rge II, in 
tu rn, was in ex ile 11 y ears befo re re­ 
tu rning h ere—temp o rarily . 
Yo u ng Co nstantine attemp ted a 
co u p —o n th e rad io —fro m no rth ern 
Greece. It no t o nly failed , it d id no t 
ev en begin. Co nstantine to o k o ff fo r 
Ro me. He remains at a lo v ely v illa 
th ere and at Clarid ge’s Ho tel in Lo n­ 
d o n. And no th ing co u ld be mo re o b­ 
v io u s in th is co u ntry th an th e p eo r 
p ie’s to tal ind ifference wh eth er Co n­ 
stantine ev er co mes back. Like so 
many mo narch s in Eu ro p e, h e is 
simp ly go ne with th e wind .

McGovern coupled the threat 
with a stream of accusations 
directed 
at 
the 
Credentials 
Com m ittee 
vote 
Thursday 
stripping him, at least tempo­ 
rarily, of more than half the 
271 delegates he won in Califor­ 
nia's primary. 
The committee’s 72-66 vote to 
apportion 
the 
271 
delegates 
among nine candidates, rather 
than awarding 
them 
all 
to 
McGovern, fueled the unrest 
simmering in a party searching 
somewhat uncertainly for har­ 
mony between regulars and re­ 
formers. 
That decision and another 
due today on a challenge to one 
of the pre-eminent old-liners, 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da­ 
ley, 
portended 
further 
a cr­ 
imonious debate at the Miami 
Beach convention opening July 
10. The full convention will vote 
on accepting or rejecting Cre­ 
dentials Committee decisions. 
In his initial burst of anger, 
McGovern called the committee 
decision “the rottenest political 
steal "I’ve ever seen in my polit­ 
ical ca reer” and blamed Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, his near­ 
est rival and chief beneficiary 
of the ruling, for engineering it. 
“ I couldn't possibly support a 
convention that would sustain 


this kind of shabby back-room 
dealing,” 
he 
declared. 
“ I 
wouldn’t have any part of any 
convention nominee who would 
support this.” 
But he tempered the asser­ 
tion later when he told a news 
conference in 
Atlantic 
City, 
N .J., that his initial outburst 
“doesn’t reflect what I want to 
say about this m atter.” 
“ I don’t want to make any 
threats,” he said, and added 
that, “ if the Democratic nomi­ 
nee is nominated according to 
the rules ... in a way I think is 
fair, I’ll support him.” 
Humphrey, calling the deci­ 
sion “only fa ir,” said his own 
chances “have markedly im­ 
proved’’ 
and 
criticiz ed 
McGovern’s reaction. “Anyone 
who would bolt or rush off in a 
huff has, may I say, very little 
regard for the convention and 
its procedures,” he said. 
The challenge, filed by sup­ 
porters of Humphrey and other

McGovern in the June 6 pri­ 
mary, contended that the win­ 
ner-take-all California law’ vio­ 
lated the spirit of reforms. 
The California vote seemed 
certain to solidify McGovern's 
committee supporters behind a 
challenge against Daley an(T58 
other uncommitted Illinois del­ 
egates he controls on grounds 
they were selected improperly 
and underrepresent women, 
youth and blacks.

Not 
only are women gaining new

istry , bu t they ’v e won a foot­ 
hold in the Jewish rabbinate, 
are p ressing for the Catholic 
priesthood and some hope this 
su mmer to elect the first Meth­ 
odist bishop. 
They ’v e ev en stirred theo­ 
logical rethinking abou t the 
“gender” of God. 
The image of an “ex clu siv ely 
He-God” has been u sed for sex ­ 
u al opp ression, writes Catholic 
theologian Mary Daly of Boston 


College in a recent issu e of 
Commonweal. She adds that 
getting rid of the p rimitiv ely in­ 
stilled v iew of a “mascu line di­ 
v inity ” may bring a more au ­

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 
— Gov . George C. Wallace’s 
mother had to learn to walk 
again after su rgery 11 weeks 
ago for remov al of a brain tu ­ 
mor. Now she feels strongly 
that her son will walk again. 
Mozelle Wallace, 74, was still 
recu p erating from the op er­ 
ation when her eldest son, cam ­ 
paigning at Lau rel, Md., for the 
Democratic p residential nomi­ 
nation, was shot May 15 and 
left p araly zed in both legs. 
“I was at home alone, bu t 
fortu nately I didn’t hav e the 
telev ision on,” she recalled in 
an interv iew Wednesday . “The 
neighbors began coming in to 
be with me, bu t it was Alton 
who told me abou t it.” 
Alton Dau phin Jr., who liv es 
nex t door, is her son-in-law. 
“He was in the barber shop 
when he heard it and he came 
right home. He said ‘George 
has been shot. We don’t know 
how bad it is. The only thing 
we can do is wait.’” 
Mrs. Wallace, who retired 
three y ears ago as a state em­ 
ploy e, said she alway s worries 
abou t her children—three sons 
and a dau ghter—“bu t I alway s 
worried more abou t George be­ 
cau se he’s been so p rominent 
as a pu blic figu re and is in 
more danger. 


“He had dinner with me 
Mother’s Day ,” she recalled. 
“And when he went to the car, 
I said, ‘I’m worried abou t y ou . 
Be carefu l.’ He said, ‘Mother, 
I’ll be all right.’ 
“Then the nex t afternoon this 
terrible thing hap p ened. I want­ 
ed to go see him, bu t I wasn’t 
able u ntil a few day s ago. Then 
Hu rricane Agnes came along 
and I cou ldn’t fly u p there.” 
The gov ernor is hospitalized 
at Silv er Spring, Md. His moth­ 
er ex p ects him to retu rn home 
in a few day s, 
Wallace’s doctors say he has 
less than a 50-50 chance of ev er 
walking again withou t cru tches 
and braces. Bu t his mother 
say s, “ He’ll walk again. With 
his determination and the p ray ­ 
ers of the people, he’ll walk 
again.” 
“You know,” she continu ed, 
“I had to learn to walk again 
after my op eration. It affected 


my right side. It took a while to 
learn to steer my self again.” 
Ev en thou gh she confessed 
she’s “not mu ch of a politi­ 
cian,” Mrs. Wallace said she 
had a feeling her son “will do 
all right” at the Democratic 
National Conv ention. 
Mrs. Wallace retired in 1569 
from her job as secretary to 
the head of the Bu reau of Pre- 


v entable Diseases in the state 
Health Dep artment. She had 
worked for the state since 1944 
She likes to work ou tdoors 
“planting flowers,” and when 
she can, she goes fishing. She 
spends a “good bit of my time 
with my three grandchildren” 
who liv e nex t door, and “ I get 
ou t and driv e my car arou nd 
and v isit p eop le.”

Diplomatic acrobatics 
Oregon class of 1922 50th reunion

o f welco me to Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro this week was an ex ­ 
ercise in po litical acro batics 
suggesting 
Kremlin 
co ncern 
abo ut a slipping grip o n the 
wo rld rev o lutio nary mo v ement. 
Ev idently the May So v iet- 
Americfrti summit has co ntrib­ 
uted to serio us new strains de­ 
v elo ping in the internatio nal 
Co mmunist camp these day s 
and is threatening to co mpo und 
the co nfusio n generated by lo ng 
y ears o f angry sniping between 
pro -So v iet and pro -Chinese par­ 
ties aro und the wo rld. 
Welco ming his v isito r fro m 
Hav ana, the So v iet Co mmunist 
party chief reso rted to v erbal 
gy mnastics intended to co nv ey 
the message that while East- 
West war is unthinkable, East- 
West peace is impo ssible. 
The speech had a singularly 
defensiv e ring as it dealt with 
the theme o f Brezhnev ’s sum­ 
mit 
with 
President 
Nix o n. 
These talks, said Brezhnev , re­ 
flected “ the real state o f affairs 
in the wo rld” and a need to as­ 
sure peace and internatio nal se­ 
curity . But, he added, “ suc­ 
cesses in this impo rtant matter 
in no way signify a po ssibility 
o f weakening the ideo lo gical 
struggle.” 
“ On the co ntrary ,” he went 
o n, “ we sho uld be prepared fo r 
an 
intensificatio n 
o f 
this 
struggle and its jrco ming an 
increasing mo re attrte fo rm o f 
strv y ggle between the two so cial 
sy stfm s, 
and 
we hav e

do ubts abo ut the o utco me.” 
Since it was the ideo lo gical 
struggle in the first place that 
triggered the co ld war and all 
that went with it, intensificatio n

Thu s, when a p erson 
with this ty p e of lu n g disease 
goes to an altitu de of ev en 5,500 
feet it can be the same as goin g 
to a mu ch higher altitu de. 
Peop le do liv e at relativ ely 
high altitu des. Some ev en liv e 
at altitu des of o v er 14,000 feet, 
bu t it req u ires that they become 
adap ted to these lev els o v er a 
p eriod of time. I can ’t sp ecifi­

“ As a last resort, can’t you 
please use hypnosis on him for 
he is driving us medics almost 
crazy.” 
So I hypnotized him for a few 
nights, but found that he was 
married to a charming woman, 
half his age, who liked to attend 
parties occasionally. 
He had a good artificial leg 
and could walk easily thereon. 
But he was jealous! 
So 
he 
subconsciously 
developed this terrific stump 
pain to keep her at home and 
away from social affairs where 
younger men might outbid him 
for her affection!

Holding out for bigger reward 


PERU , Ind. (AP) — Lowell 
F. Elliott says that being hon­ 
est enough to return $500,000 he 
found in his field should be 
worth more than $10,000. 
So the 61-year-old farmer 
turned down a $10,000 certified 
check American Airlines of­ 
fered him Wednesday as a gift 
for returning ransom dropped 
by a hijacker who parachuted 
from a jetliner after taking it 
over at St. Louis and ordering 
it flown to Toronto last week­ 
end. 


“ Looks like it ought to be 
worth more than what was of­ 
fered for being honest,” Elliott 
said. “ After all, they gave that 
guy (the hijacker) $500,000.” 
Elliott said he would settle 
for $25,000, or 5 per cent of the 
ransom, bu‘ he added “ 10 per 
cent would be better.” 
He said he has gross income 
of about $7,000 yearly from his 
119-acre farm. Elliott said any 
money he gets from the airline 
will go on the bills he is await­ 
ing for fertilizer and soybeans.
